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DETAILED ACTION 

The present Office Action is responsive to the Amendment received on April 15, 2009. 

Preliminary Remark 
Claims 1 -22, 25, and 26 are canceled. 

Claims 37-44 are rejoined herein under rejoinder requirement as set forth in In re Ochiai. 
Claim Objections 

The objection of claim for a minor informality noted in the Office Action mailed on 
December 15, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received on April 15, 2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The rejection of claim 31 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention, made in the Office Action mailed on December 15, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the 
Amendment received on April 15, 2009. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejection of claims 23-30, 32, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Worch et al. (WO 98/17844, published April 30, 1998; herein, "Worch-1") as evidenced by Worch 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,524,718 Bl, published February 25, 2003; herein, "Worch-2") in view of 
Bitner, RM (EP 0 391 608 A2, published October 10, 1990), made in the Office Action mailed on 
December 15, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment received on April 15, 2009. 
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Specifically, Bitner et al. do not disclose that the nucleic acid is covalently bonded to the metal oxide 
layer. 

Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 23-36 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6,524,718 (herein '718 patent), 
made in the Office Action mailed on December 15, 2008 is withdrawn in view of the Amendment 
received on April 15, 2009. Specifically, Bitner et al. do not disclose that the nucleic acid is 
covalently bonded to the metal oxide layer. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art neither teaches or suggest for a covalent bonding of nucleic acids to a thin 
metal oxide layer through a covalently bonded anionic group of the 5'-terminal or 3'-terminal ends 
of said nucleic acids. 

Williams J.G. (U.S. Patent No. 6,232,075, issued May 15, 2001) discloses a well known 
method of covalently bonding a nucleic acid to a metal oxide layer, wherein the metal oxide layer 
must first be treated/ coated with amino silane (see column 8, lines 40-45), wherein the nucleic acids 
are covalently bonded to the surface by derivatizing said nucleic acids with amine reactive functional 
groups. 

Thompson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,169,194, issued January 2, 2001) as well as Bitner et al. 
(of record) disclose a metallic object comprising a thin metal oxide layer and nucleic acid molecules 
immobilized thereon, but said nucleic acid molecules do not have covalently bonded anionic group 
selected from phosphate, phosphonate and sulfonate. 
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The present invention disclose that "surprisingly, it was found that a terminal modification 
of the nucleic acids with anionic groups of a suitable pKs values enables the immobilization of 
nucleic acids" (section [0048] of the pre-grant publication counterpart).
